In 18.'i2 ho was a member of the 
State Senate, and, upon tho resignation 
of Lieutenant Governor (!asoy, he wai 
chosen presiding officer of the senate ant 
acting lieutenant governor. 
In 1H31 


Governor Reynolds resigned, and Mr 
Kwing became governor for a period ol 
fifteen days. In 1HI15 he was electee 
United States Senator to fill the nncx- 
pired term as the successor of Klias K 
Kane, deceased, serving until March \ 
1837. 
In 1HMH he was^lected to tho 


General Assembly, and chosen speaker 
of the house. In 1840 he was again a 
member of tho house, and again electee 
speaker. His opponent at both elec 
lions for speaker of the house— in 1H38 
and lK40-—was Abraham Lincoln. — 
Kwing was tho democrat and Lincoln 
the whig candidate, and both parties 
very evenly divided; tho vote in 1838 
standing, Kwing 41, and Lincoln 3H 
In 1H40 tho vote stood, Kwlng 4C, and 
Lincoln 3fi. 
In 1843 he wan electee 


Auditor of Public Accounts of the state 
and held the office three years. 


Jefferson's Colored Offspring. 


A colored man named Robert JcfTcr 


son, aged 76, who is believed to be a son 
of Thomas Jefferson, resides in Indiana 
polis. 
A reporter of the Journal re 


ccntly interviewed hint and elicited the 
following personal history: 


"It is a short story and easily told, 


said Jefferson. 
"My mother was a 


slave girl, belonging to Mr. Christian 
of Charlestown, Va. Thoiuss Jeffcr 
son and my mother's master were warn 
personal friends and frequently ex 
changed visits, Mr. Jefferson passing a 
good deal of his time in Charlestown 
and at Mr. Christian's house. Mi 
mother was one of the housemaids, and 
had tho care of Mr. Jefferson's apart 
menls, daring the time he passed at her 
master's house. Her name was Millie 
Keddiford, and she was said to be a vcn 
pretty woman in her young days, af- 
'.hough a dark mulatto in color I was 
born in the month of March, 1803, at 
Charlestown, and am consequently 76 
years old at the present time. I can 
remember 
my master's 
house ant 


grounds very well, and have myself sect 
Thomas Jefferson. 
My mother and si! 


of her people always told me that he 
was my father, and I have no reason to 
donbt tliem. My mother was then un- 
married, and Mr. Christian himself said 
my name was Jefferson, and he gave mo 
the name I now bear, that of Itobcrt 
Jefferson. Those are my reasons foi 
believing myself his son, I suppose 1 
am really his offspring. 
1 came to 


Madison, Ind., in 1856, and removed 
hen the year following. I saved what 
money I could and educated my two 
daughters. One of them married a St. 
!<ouis man, the proprietor of Robinson's 
Tonsorial Parlor in that city. 
He died 


a short time ago, and she sold bis shop 
for $11,000, going to live with her 
sister, Mrs. Smith, who lives with her 
husband in Pans, 111. My wife died 
five years ago, and since that time 1 
have lived alone."
